W a sh in g s, Nov. I.—On and after 
today the men w’ho enlist for service 
in Uncle Sam’s army will enlist for 
a period of seven years, instead of 
four, as heretofore.

Some interesting examples of In­ 
dian ingenuity are afforded on the 
River Skeena and its tributaries in 
North British Columbia, according to 
a writer in Scientific American.
